Furthermore, 
Applicants expressly reserve the right to pursue the nonelected subject matter in a 
divisional application. 

Such cancellations and amendments are believed to place the application in a 
condition for allowance and Applicants respectfully request such action. 

B. 35 USC §112, 1 st f 

Claims 15-17 stand rejected under 35 USC §112, 1 st % as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains to make and/or use the invention. The Examiner contends 
that Applicants have no working examples to support the claimed invention. Further, the 
Examiner contends that the prior art teaches that the invention may not function. In light 
of Applicants specification and this response, Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration. 

The prior art, earlier work of the first named inventor, WO-A-96/13517, indicates 
that there is a correlation between proliferating response and tolerance induction. (A 
copy of which is included with this response). Reference to the Results of Example 1 on 
page 15 and the results on page 20 of Example 2 indicate that there is an art recognized 
correlation between proliferating response and tolerance induction. Further, the 
conclusions beginning on page 22 present credible evidence of a correlation between 
proliferating response and tolerance induction. Accordingly, in light of the above 
argument, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the rejection.
